88th  Report 


I think  that  the  year  1971-72  has  been  a 
suecessfiil  one  for  the  RNIB.  In  almost  every 
field  there  has  been  expansion  in  the  quantity  of 
help  for  the  blind,  and  in  varying  fields  there  have 
been  improvements  in  its  quality.  In  particular, 
we  have  been  able  to  make  considerable  progress 
in  meeting  the  ever  increasing  demands  for 
talking  books,  the  library  for  students’  tapes,  in 
the  number  of  braille  and  Moon  publications 
produced,  and  in  the  training  of  mobility  instruct- 
ors. 

At  the  same  time,  any  success  in  increasing  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  help  for  the  blind,  even  if 
prices  were  stable,  inevitably  leads  to  increased 
expenditure.  With  the  present  inflationary  trend, 
it  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident  that  the 
years  to  come  will  make  very  heavy  demands  on 
our  financial  resources. 

Furthermore,  it  is  our  duty  to  study  and  grasp 
the  implications  of  the  numerous  developments 
in  the  technological  field  which  can  be  adapted  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  blind;  but  this  will  be  very 
expensive.  That  we  should  try  to  make  use  of 
every  applicable  new  invention  is  mandatory  if 
we  are  to  fulfil  our  task  in  the  future  and  enable 
the  blind  to  lead  a full  life  in  an  ever  more 
complex  and  technical  world. 

Shortly  after  the  end  of  the  financial  year,  Mr. 
John  Colligan  retired  as  Director-General  of  the 
RNIB  after  33  years  of  service,  22  of  them  as 
Director-General.  He  dedicated  his  life  in  service 
to  the  RNIB  and  we  owe  him  an  immeasurable 
debt  for  his  wise  and  energetic  period  of  service 
as  Director-General. 


We  are,  I think,  exceptionally  fortunate  in 
having  the  services  of  his  successor,  Mr.  Eric 
Boulter,  who  is  probably  second  to  none  in  his 
knowledge  of  the  problems  of  the  blind,  his  wide 
experience  and  his  outstanding  administrative 
ability.  I know  that  he  will  be  well  and  loyally 
served  by  the  permanent  and  voluntary  staff  of 
the  RNIB,  and  that  they  will  join  with  me  in 
wishing  him  all  success  in  the  future. 

It  is  not  for  me,  in  this  Report,  to  appraise  the 
national  situation  with  respect  to  education, 
welfare,  visiting  etc. ; but  I would  like  to  say  how 
much  importance  we  attach  to  maintaining  the 
highest  standards  among  blind  welfare  workers 
who  operate  in  various  fields  of  social  welfare. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  certain  problems  are  likely 
to  arise  in  this  respect,  and  I can  assure  our 
supporters  that  we  are  doing  everything  possible 
to  ensure  the  achievement  of  the  highest  standard 
of  service  in  this  important  field. 

As  I have  already  said,  the  increasing  complex- 
ity of  technical  invention  and  the  need  for 
continuing  to  expand  the  wide  range  of  services  we 
already  olfer  to  the  blind,  and  the  likelihood  of 
inflation  and  higher  prices,  will  place  a very  heavy 
burden  on  our  financial  resources.  Our  supporters 
have  been  wonderfully  generous  in  the  past,  and 
I hope  and  believe  that  they  will  help  us  to  meet 
the  increasing  costs  which  the  fulfilment  of  our 
task  is  bound  to  demand  in  the  future.

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The  Institute's  Finances 


In  this  issue  of  the  Institute’s  Annual  Report 
there  is  ample  evidence  of  how  the  Institute  helps 
the  blind,  through  its  funds,  to  live  with  their 
handicap.  In  the  year  which  ended  on  3 1st  March 
the  maintenance  of  our  programme  of  services 
to  the  blind  cost  £3,141,000,  exceeding  the 
previous  year’s  level  by  £326,000.  This  represents 
the  highest  ever  average  annual  expenditure  of 
£27  for  each  registered  blind  person  in  Great 
Britain  and  Northern  Ireland. 

Unfortunately,  the  inflationary  trend  still 
continues  and  despite  the  most  careful  watch  on 
our  house-keeping  it  is  proving  exceedingly 
difficult  to  contain  our  costs  so  that  the  maximum 
level  of  services  to  the  blind  may  be  achieved.  The 
continuing  increases  in  such  items  as  salaries  of 
teachers  and  other  staff  (many  of  which  are  linked 
to  national  wage  awards),  light,  heat,  telephones, 
replacement  of  equipment  and  so  on,  are  all  items 
of  expenditure  which  we  cannot  directly  control. 

It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  to  overcome  this 
dilemma  of  continually  rising  costs,  we  must 
endeavour  to  increase  our  income  by  a sum 
greater  than  the  increase  in  costs  so  that  our 
programme  of  service  to  the  blind  may  continue 
to  expand. 

In  the  recent  Finance  Act  the  Government  has 
given  considerable  incentives  to  benefactors  who 
wish  to  help  charitable  organisations  sueh  as  the 
Institute.  As  a result  of  the  most  important 
concession,  bequests  may  now  be  made  to  the 
Institute  up  to  a total  of  £50,000  entirely  free  of 


Estate  Duty.  Under  the  provisions  of  another 
concession  those  who  wish  to  make  gifts  during 
their  lifetime  to  the  Institute  of  property,  whether 
in  cash  or  kind,  can  now  do  so  with  such  gifts 
being  entirely  exempted  from  Capital  Gains  Tax 
as  far  as  the  donor  is  concerned.  Both  these 
concessions  are  welcome. 

We  must  hope  that  our  friends  will  give  even 
more  generously  to  enable  us  to  keep  pace  with 
inflation.  In  particular  we  welcome  legacies  of 
all  kinds  but  most  especially  of  residue  as  their 
value  is  greatly  enhanced  in  that  the  donor’s 
estate  is  relieved  of  so  much  Estate  Duty  thereby. 

At  the  Institute  we  shall  never  be  content  with 
merely  maintaining  our  services  to  the  blind  at 
their  existing  level.  We  must  expand  into  the  new 
and  promising  fields  which  now  offer  so  much 
opportunity,  notably  in  the  new  range  of  sensory 
devices  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  enable  blind  people 
to  become  more  mobile  and  in  another  develop- 
ment enabling  ordinary  print  to  be  read  by 
blind  people.  Very  large  sums  of  money  will  be 
required  to  perfect  these  costly  devices  and  when 
the  development  stage  has  been  successfully 
accomplished  enormous  funds  will  be  required  to 
produce  these  new  aids  in  sufficient  quantities  to 
make  a real  contribution  to  the  happiness  of 
blind  people  everywhere. 

Let  us  strive  to  find  the  necessary  funds.  If  you 
can  help  us  to  do  so,  the  Institute  and  the  blind 
people  whom  we  serve  will  be  deeply  grateful 
to  you. 
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New  Appointments  at  RNIB 

Director  General 


For  the  first  time  in  its  104  years’  history,  the 
Royal  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  has  a blind 
man  as  its  Director-General. 

Mr.  Eric  T.  Boulter,  who  was  blinded  during 
his  wartime  service  with  the  Royal  Engineers, 
joined  the  staff  of  the  RNIB  in  1943  and  was  one 
of  the  co-founders  of  its  service  for  placing  blind 
people  in  employment. 

In  1945  he  visited  Greece  to  report,  and  submit, 
recommendations  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
blind  in  that  country,  and  returned  there  in  1946 
on  secondment  to  the  United  Nations  Relief  and 
Rehabilitation  Administration  to  implement  his 
report.  In  1948  he  joined  the  American  Founda- 
tion for  Overseas  Blind,  ultimately  becoming  its 
Associate  Director,  and  in  that  capacity  was 
responsible  for  establishing  and  modernising 
services  to  the  blind  in  countries  throughout  the 
world. 

Mr.  Boulter  played  an  important  part  in  the 
creation,  in  1951,  of  the  World  Council  for  the 
Welfare  of  the  Blind,  serving  as  its  first  Secretary 
General  from  that  year  until  1959.  After  a period 
of  service  as  Vice  President,  he  was  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council  for  the  years  1964-69. 

Since  1st  April,  1971,  Mr.  Boulter  has  held  the 
appointment  of  Deputy  Director  General  of  the 
RNIB  and  his  new  appointment  as  Director

General  took  effect  on  1st  May,  1972.  following 
the  retirement  of  his  predecessor,  Mr.  J.  C.

Deputy  Director  General 

The  newly-appointed  Deputy  Director  General 
is  Mr.  E.  J.  Venn  (47)  Head  of  the  RNIB’s 
Services  to  the  Blind  Department,  who,  before 
joining  the  Institute’s  staff  in  1959.  was  the 
General  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Leicester, 
Leicestershire  and  Rutland  Institution  for  the 
Blind.

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Learning  to  live  with  blindness 


Voluntary  efl'orl  has  its  roots  in  man’s  life 
in  the  community.  In  its  simplest  form,  it 
is  neighbour  helping  neighbour  to  cope 
with  the  problems  of  everyday  living.  It  is  a worthy 
aim,  and,  if  we  work  together — the  voluntary 
movement  and  the  Government — 1 believe  we 
will  be  well  on  the  way  to  translating  that  aim 
into  a noble  achievement.”  (The  Prime  Minister, 
the  Rt.  Hon.  Edward  Heath,  addressing  the 
National  Council  of  Social  Services,  December 
1971). 

In  an  age  of  technological  advancement,  when 
automation  plays  an  increasing  part  in  our  daily 
lives,  it  is  heartening  to  reflect  that  the  Prime 
Minister's  words  re-echo  the  spirit  which  has 
supported  the  RNIB,  in  times  of  hardship  and 
prosperity  for  over  a hundred  years. 

The  Institute  takes  pride  in  its  voluntary  status 
and  the  respect  it  has  earned  from  statutory 
bodies,  in  undertaking  much  of  the  work  which 
they  might  otherwise  bear,  and  in  facing  its 
increasing  responsibilities  it  is  ever  mindful  of 
the  “neighbour  helping  neighbour”  spirit  which 
motivates  its  voluntary  helpers. 

First  and  foremost  the  RNIB  exists  to  serve 
those  whose  way  of  life,  through  lack  of  sight, 
must  be  geared  to  dependence  on  other  senses, 
but  much  is  done  in  sponsoring  projects  to 
determine  the  many  causes  of  blindness  and  in 
donations  to  the  vast  amount  of  continuing 
research  in  the  field  of  its  prevention. 

In  conjunction  with  other  like-minded  organ- 
isations, the  Institute  contributes  substantially  to 
the  evaluation  and  testing  of  equipment  which  is 
the  product  of  our  technological  age,  e.g.  the 
Binaural  Sensor — an  ultrasonic  device  incorp- 
orated into  a pair  of  spectacle  frames  by  means  of 
which  the  user  receives  advance  sound  warnings 
of  obstacles  ahead  of  him,  leaving  his  hands  free 
to  use  his  cane. 

More  recently,  a device  enabling  the  blind  to 
read  print  is  being  evaluated — the  Optacon — 
utilising  light  sources  to  activate  vibrators  which 
form,  under  the  fingers  of  the  blind  reader,  shapes 


of  the  letters  being  scanned  by  a miniature 
television  camera. 

There  will  undoubtedly  be  other  inventions 
aimed  at  making  life  a little  easier  for  the  blind. 

Learning  to  live  with  blindness  in  an  environ- 
ment which  today  is  subject  to  a greater  degree  of 
change  than  ever  before,  demands  more  of  the 
individual  blind  person  who  must  learn,  re-learn 
and  adapt,  far  more  readily  than  has  hitherto 
been  necessary,  in  order  to  negotiate  the  many 
new  hazards  and  problems  being  introduced  into 
our  daily  lives,  as  well  as  to  take  advantage  of 
opportunities  opening  in  our  society  as  a whole. 

Whether  congenitally  or  adventitiously  blind 
the  challenge  is  one  of  existing,  living  and  indeed 
enjoying  living  in  an  essentially  visual  world,  and 
we  look  more  and  more  towards  advances  in 
technology  which  have  been  responsible  for  so 
many  of  our  environmental  changes,  to  provide 
answers  not  only  to  new  problems  but  also  to 
some  of  the  longstanding  difficulties  that  blind 
people  experience. 

Education  and  Training 

The  Nursery  Schools,  Colleges,  Assessment  and 
Training  Centres  of  the  RNIB,  where  so  much  of 
the  foundation  is  laid  for  the  blind  child’s  future, 
are  the  stepping  stones  to  full  and  useful  living 
by  the  blind  in  a sighted  world. 

Of  the  ten  boys  who  left  Worcester  College  for 
the  Blind  in  July  last  year,  three  have  entered 
universities,  two  are  reading  law  at  polytechnic 
colleges,  three  are  on  education  or  teacher- 
training courses  and  two  are  doing  secretarial 
training,  an  achievement  of  which  any  school  for 
sighted  children  would  be  proud. 

The  College  does  not  exist  solely  for  the 
achievement  of  academic  excellence.  Through 
their  private  reading,  their  debating,  drama, 
chess,  expeditions,  swimming,  rowing  and  other 
pursuits,  the  students  develop  a confidence  which 
stands  them  in  very  good  stead  as  they  prepare  to 
take  their  full  place  in  society. 
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Chorleywood  College  1921 — 1971 

The  end  of  1971  marked  the  final  events  in  the 
Golden  Jubilee  Year  of  Chorleywood  College  for 
Girls  with  Little  or  No  Sight.  Her  Royal  Highness 
the  Princess  Margaret  spent  a day  at  the  College 
in  November,  when  she  undertook  a very  full 
programme  observing  the  varied  activities  of  the 
College  and  meeting  many  of  its  present  and 
former  pupils. 

As  part  of  the  year’s  celebrations,  all  the  girls 
participated  in  an  eight  mile  walk  across  country 
to  Jordans  Hostel,  where  the  College  was 
established  fifty  years  ago  with  five  pupils. 

One  of  the  old  girls,  Maureen  Rowley,  now  a 
student  at  a College  of  Education,  won  her  Gold 
Award  in  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  Scheme  which 
she  started  in  the  Ranger  Company  at  Chorley- 
wood.

At  Hethersett,  the  assessment  centre  for  blind 
adolescents,  some  forty-two  young  people  are 
prepared  for  self-supporting  and  fruitful  living 
through  testing  procedures,  a broad  curriculum 
and  a wide  range  of  social  and  cultural  activities. 
Later,  they  will  take  up  further  training  in 
telephony,  light  engineering,  typing  and  machine 
operating  either  at  other  centres  or  actually  in 
industry  according  to  their  assessment. 

The  problems  of  the  young  blind,  with  multiple 
handicaps,  are  constantly  before  us.  At  Condover 
Hall  special  arrangements  have  been  made  to 
increase  the  number  of  assessment  places  for 
such  children,  in  an  effort  to  try  to  define  the 
needs  nationally  for  children  suffering  from 
severe  double  impairment  of  sight  and  hearing. 

During  the  year  progress  has  been  made  with 
the  in-service  training  scheme  for  Child  Care 
Staff  and  some  40  members  of  staff  now  receive 
instruction  from  the  Training  Officer. 
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School  of  Physiotherapy 

A new  Principal,  Mr.  David  Teager,  was 
appointed  to  the  School  of  Physiotherapy  this 
year.  30  students  are  at  present  in  trainingand  six 
were  successful  in  the  November.  1971,  Final 
Examination  ot  The  Chartered  Society  of 
Physiotherapy. 

The  students  continue  to  pursue  active  and 
varied  lives  both  in  their  professional  duties, 
at  the  Hospitals  which  they  attend  for  their 
practical  instruction,  and  socially,  especially  in 
the  realm  of  their  sporting  activities. 

We  were  pleased  to  see  the  formation  of  the 
RNIB  School  Swimming  Club  and  students 
attend  the  Union  of  London  Swimming  Pool  each 
week  for  instruction.  Students  also  continue  to 
attend  the  Grange  Farm  Centre,  Pony  Riding  for 
the  Disabled  Trust,  and  to  ice  skate  at  the  Queens 
Ice  Club  through  the  generosity  of  the  manage- 
ment who  allow  free  ‘ice-time". 


Three  of  the  students,  with  one  of  the  School 
Staff,  also  attended  the  5th  International  Disabled 
Games  at  Cracow,  in  September,  1971,  where  they 
were  successful  in  winning  1 Gold  and  2 Bronze 
medals  for  the  British  Team. 

Social  Rehabilitation 

Following  a successful  “settling-in”  period, 
the  new  Social  Rehabilitation  Centre  at  Clifton 
Spinney,  Nottingham,  was  officially  opened  in 
November  last  by  Alderman  Sir  Nicholas  Garrow 
O.B.E.,  J.P.,  Chairman  of  the  General  Purposes 
Committee  of  the  RNIB. 

Already  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  extend 
the  Housewifery  Department  and  there  has  been 
an  expansion  of  the  social  and  mobility  training 
activities.  The  Centre  has  been  well  supported  by 
Local  Authorities  who  affirm  that  it  is  demon- 
strated that  the  blind,  even  those  in  later  life,  can 
learn  to  live  with  blindness,  and  that  running  a 
home  and  meeting  the  general  needs  of  daily  living 
are  well  within  their  capacity,  after  training.

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Vocational  Rehabilitation 

Where  sight  is  lost  in  adult  life,  it  is  almost 
inevitably  accompanied  by  serious  nervous 
shock,  especially  where  blindness  is  of  sudden 
onset.  To  the  young  man  or  woman  on  the 
threshold  of  a professional  or  industrial  career, 
or  to  the  man  or  woman  already  established  in  a 
business  or  calling,  it  calls  a sudden  and  tragic 
halt.  Such  people  find  themselves  called  upon  to 
face  a new  way  of  living,  in  conditions  which 
may  appear  to  them  insecure,  and  as  a result  only 
too  often  they  suffer  physically  and  mentally 
unless  prompt  steps  are  taken  to  help  them. 

To  meet  such  a need,  the  RNIB  established  a 
rehabilitation  centre  in  1941  at  Torquay,  which 
it  was  necessary  to  extend  nine  years  later  by  the 
purchase  of  the  adjacent  “Manor  House”. 

At  these  “homes  of  recovery”  men  and  women 
are  helped  to  overcome  their  blindness  and 
receive  pre-vocational  training. 

In  pleasant  surroundings  and  in  a social 
atmosphere,  where  they  all  share  a common 
problem,  they  are  taught  typing,  braille,  craft 
work,  assembly  work  and  machine  operating  so 
that  they  might  acquire  that  manual  dexterity  so 
valuable  to  every  blind  person.  The  teaching  of 
mobility  with  the  long  cane  is  an  essential  part  of 
the  course,  which  normally  lasts  thirteen  weeks. 

Facing  a New  Life 

Each  year,  some  three  hundred  blind  men  and 
women  pass  through  Torquay  to  face  the  world 
with  a new  approach,  fortified  by  the  teaching 
and  training  they  have  received  and  in  the 
knowledge  that  they  are  no  longer  alone  in  their 
new  way  of  life. 

The  unfavourable  industrial  climate  was 
obviously  a contributory  factor  to  the  fall-off  in 
the  demand  for  admission  of  trainees  to  Torquay 
during  the  early  part  of  the  year  under  review. 
In  recent  months,  however,  requests  for  places 
have  increased,  which  reflects  the  current 
thinking  of  the  Department  of  Employment — the 
need  to  rehabilitate  and  train  for  the  improvement 
which  is  expected  to  take  place  in  industry 
generally. 


National  Mobility  Centre 

Orientation  and  mobility  are  of  prime  import- 
ance to  the  person  who  has  to  learn  to  live  with 
blindness,  and  Local  Authorities  who  are 
responsible  for  providing  mobility  services  to  the 
blind  in  their  areas,  are  becoming  increasingly 
aware  of  this  need.  During  the  year  the  National 
Mobility  Centre  (jointly  sponsored  by  the 
RNIB,  St.  Dunstan’sand  the  Birmingham  Royal 
Institution  for  the  Blind)  has  been  well  attended 
by  those  being  trained  for  service  as  Mobility 
Officers  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  course 
has  been  improved  in  that,  during  their  second 
term,  students  actually  train  blind  people  in 
centres  and  schools  for  the  blind.  Our  film  on 
mobility  training — -“The  Silent  Guide” — has 
been  widely  distributed  and  well  received  amongst 
Local  Authorities  and  Regional  Associations. 
Copies  are  still  available  on  free  loan  from  the 
RNIB  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  more  sighted 
Mobility  Officers  will  be  recruited  by  an  increased 
demand  for  its  showing  to  Social  Service  Depart- 
ments up  and  down  the  country.

Commercial  Training  College 

There  is  a heavy  demand  for  places  at  our 
Training  College  for  Blind  Shorthand-Typists 
and  Telephonists,  at  Pembridge  Place,  W.2, 
especially  for  audio-typing  training.  More  and 
more  commercial  firms,  as  well  as  Government 
departments,  are  now  increasingly  using  audio 
systems  which  are  ideal  for  the  resettlement  of 
suitably  trained  blind  persons.  A new  specially 
adapted  lamp  signalling  telephone  switchboard 
has  been  installed  at  the  College  and  trainees  are 
being  taught  to  operate  it.  This  is  an  important 
feature  in  that  it  clearly  indicates  our  determina- 
tion to  keep  abreast  of  developments  in  the 
telecommunications  area. 

RNIB  Kiosks 

This  year  has  been  satisfactory  from  a trading 
point  of  view,  but  we  have  had  to  diversify  our 
sales  items.  Kiosk  management  is  a very  suitable 
occupation  for  registered  blind  people  with  the 
right  background  and  we  would  always  be  glad  to 
know  of  new  sites  where  kiosks  can  be  erected.  W e 
are  interested  in  office  blocks  which  accommodate 
about  1,000  workers,  and  where  our  trade  would 
not  have  to  compete  with  vending  machines  and 
canteens  selling  like  products. 

Welfare  Services 

The  RNIB  has  continued  to  make  representa- 
tions to  central  government  with  a view  to  the 
provision  of  specialised  services  for  the  blind  by 
Local  Authorities.  We  have  been  concerned  at 
the  obvious  lack  of  services  which  many  blind 
people  have  reported  to  us.  The  Social  Welfare 
Officer  can  do  much  to  assist  the  newly  blinded 
person  who  has  to  adjust  to  a life  without  sight, 
and  frequent  visits  during  the  early  days  are  of 
great  importance. 

Guild  of  Blind  Gardeners 

Gardening  is  an  activity  enjoyed  by  many  blind 
people,  and  during  the  year  157  new  members 
were  enrolled.  The  Guild  has  now  a membership 
of  approximately  1650  blind  people  all  of  whom 
are  able  to  claim  50%  of  the  cost  of  garden 
purchases  up  to  £4  each  year. 


Commercial  & Professional  Employment 

In  spite  of  the  industrial  recession,  the  RNIBs 
employment  service  has  had  a very  successful 
year.  There  was  no  marked  fall  off  in  the  number 
of  placements  actually  made,  although  each  job 
found  has  required  a greater  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  employment  officer. 

In  computer  programming,  the  RNIB  is 
co-operating  with  the  Department  of  Employ- 
ment and  the  University  of  Nottingham  in  a 
study  on  computer  terminals.  Our  own  prototype 
terminal  is  now  working,  and  is  under  test  and 
evaluation  between  Chorleywood  College  and 
(he  Hatfield  Polytechnic. 

Research  continues  in  new  areas  of  employ- 
ment as  a result  of  which,  one  young  man  is 
taking  a summer  vacation  job  in  the  field  of 
electronics  at  one  of  the  major  computer  manu- 
facturer’s establishments.  He  will  be  involved  in 
work  on  logic  circuitry,  and  will  be  doing  a 
particular  project  for  the  firm. 

Holiday  Accommodation  & Residences 

Facing,  as  we  must,  a continuing  increase  in 
the  numbers  of  elderly  blind — some  71%  of  blind 
people  in  this  country  being  over  the  age  of  65 — 
the  problem  of  providing  more  holiday  accom- 
modation for  the  blind  has  been  partly  met  by 
the  purchase  of  the  Palm  Court  Hotel  in  East- 
bourne. It  is  ideally  situated  to  permit  our  guests 
to  enjoy  the  resort’s  elegant  promenade,  its  social 
amenitiesandshops.Afterconsiderable  additional 
structural  work  has  been  completed,  the  Palm 
Court  will  cater  for  sixty-five  guests  from  the 
summer  of  1972. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that,  following  the 
closing  of  “Bannow”  at  St.  Leonards-on-Sea,  the 
Dickens  Fellowship,  which  gave  the  Home  to  the 
RNIB  before  the  First  World  War,  will  continue 
its  association  with  our  move  to  Eastbourne. 

The  name  “Bannow”  is  synonymous  with  Miss 
Elizabeth  Warner,  who  for  25  years  was  its 
popular  and  tireless  Warden.  The  Institute 
extends  its  gratitude  for  her  invaluable  contribu- 
tion to  the  well-being  of  the  many  blind  friends 
who  passed  through  Bannow,  and  hopes  that  her 
premature  retirement,  resulting  from  indifferent 
health,  and  personal  problems,  will  be  truly 
rewarding  and  beneficial.

Nostalgia  surrounded  our  need  to  close  Wilton 
Grange,  on  the  Wirral,  after  many  years  of  loyal 
support  and  help  from  local  friends.  The  decision, 
based  on  the  decreased  demand  for  accommoda- 
tion of  the  deaf-blind  and  the  expense  involved 
for  essential  alterations  to  the  Home,  was  taken 
after  considerable  discussions  and  thought,  and 
the  residents,  we  are  pleased  to  report,  have  found 
friendship  and  comfort  elsewhere,  particularly  in 
our  other  Homes  for  the  Deaf-Blind  at  Burnham- 
on-Sea  and  Harrogate.  Much  of  the  cost  towards 
an  extension  to  the  Kathleen  Chambers  Home  at 
Burnham-on-Sea  has  been  met  by  another  gen- 
erous allocation  from  the  estate  of  the  late  T.  E.  D. 
Phipps,  Esq.,  in  acknowledgement  of  which  a wing 
of  the  new  extension  has  been  named  after  him. 

It  is  most  gratifying,  and  encouraging,  to  read 
in  the  reports  from  the  Wardens  of  our  several 
Homes  for  the  Blind  of  the  wonderful  support 
given  to  them  by  the  younger  generation  in  their 
various  localities.  They  present  concerts,  act  as 


guides,  sing  hymns,  give  prayer  readings  and 
bring  gifts  for  the  residents  at  Christmas  and 
Easter. 

The  feelings  of  all  who  care  for  our  residents 
and  holiday  guests  were  voiced  by  the  Warden 
of  one  of  our  Homes  who  said  “I  shall  never  cease 
to  admire  the  way  they  learn  to  live  with  blindness, 
all  different  in  strength  and  temperament,  yet  all 
making  a great  effort  to  make  the  best  of  their 
lives  in  their  incapacity.” 

The  Howard  Hotel  in  Llandudno  was  formally 
opened  by  Mr.  Wyn  Roberts,  M.P.  for  Conway, 
in  July  1971,  at  a function  which  was  attended  by 
many  local  dignitaries.  Also  present  were 
representatives  of  the  Liverpool  Workshops  & 
Birkenhead  Society  for  the  Blind,  which  had 
received  the  building  as  the  result  of  a bequest, 
and  of  the  RNIB  which  is  now  responsible  for 
management  of  the  hotel.  The  occasion  will  be 
long  remembered  by  the  full  complement  of  blind 
holiday  makers  who  were  present. 
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H.R.H.  Princess  Margaret's  visit  to

The  Institute  was  honoured  in  February  by  a 
visit  from  H.R.H.  Princess  Margaret,  Countess  of 
Snowdon,  who  is  President  of  the  RNIB  Sun- 
shine Homes  and  Schools  for  Blind  Children. 

Princess  Margaret  had  expressed  a wish  to  see 
some  of  the  activities  at  the  Institute’s  Head- 
quarters, which  related  to  the  educational  services 
provided  at  our  Schools  and  Colleges  for  the 
Blind. 

After  meeting  a number  of  the  Institute’s 
Honorary  Officers  and  Senior  Executives,  the 
Princess  was  conducted  on  an  extensive  tour  of  the 
Headquarters,  during  which  she  met  and  talked 
informally  with  some  of  the  Institute’s  voluntary 
workers.  Committee  members  and  Staff.

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Technical  Development 

The  potential  value  of  aids  tor  the  blind  must 
be  clearly  defined  and  experimental  samples 
tested  to  prove  their  effectiveness  before  provision 
in  any  quantity  can  be  undertaken.  A number  ot 
devices  are  currently  undergoing  eval  nation  trials. 
Among  these  is  a Television  Sound  Receiver  in 
the  form  of  a mains  operated  unit,  the  size  of  a 
portable  radio  receiver,  which  can  readily  be 
carried  from  room  to  room  for  use  wherever  there 
is  a power  point.  Many  blind  people  enjoy 
listening  to  television  sound  and  in  addition  this 
receiver  will  have  output  sockets  tor  use  with 
earphones,  a tape  recorder,  or  for  an  external 
amplifier  system. 

The  need  for  special  devices  is  frequently  drawn 
to  our  attention  by  blind  people  themselves,  and 
they  are  encouraged  to  do  so,  and  occasionally  a 
blind  individual  puts  forward  a potential  solution . 
One  example  is  that  of  the  necessity  by  some  blind 
diabetics  to  be  able  to  mix  varying  doses  of 
different  strengths  of  insulin  without  supervision. 
Based  on  the  idea  of  a blind  diabetic,  prototype 
syringes  were  developed  at  the  RNIB  and  are 
currently  under  evaluation  by  the  British  Diabetic 
Association. 


Collapsible  Cane  on  Trial 

In  the  field  of  mobility  marked  progress  has 
been  made  in  an  effort  to  design  a collapsible 
version  of  the  long  cane  which  would  comply 
with  the  increasingly  critical  requirements  of  long 
cane  users.  The  problem  is  largely  one  of  design- 
ing a joint  which  will  enable  a cane  to  be  erected 
or  collapsed  with  a minimum  effort,  yet  be  as 
sensitive  in  use,  as  durable,  strong,  rigid  and  light 
in  weight  as  the  non-folding  one-piece  canes  to 
which  users  have  become  accustomed.  Samples 
designed  by  the  RNIB  and  submitted  to  the 
National  Mobility  Centre  for  evaluation  were 
favourably  received  and  a more  extended  field 
trial  is  being  initiated  in  order  to  establish  the 
true  value  of  this  design. 

Research  activities  being  undertaken  in  many 
countries  can  play  an  increasingly  important  part 
in  the  development  of  aids  for  the  blind  and  the 
RNIB  maintains  close  contact  with  overseas 
organisations  to  ensure  that  full  information 


about  potentially  useful  devices  will  be  secured 
for  the  benefit  of  the  blind  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

New  Products 

Two  of  our  devices  which  have  proved  success- 
ful after  wide  field  testing  are  now  in  manufacture. 
A 12  in.  plastic  Geographical  Globe,  having  the 
land  areas  surface  textured  and  in  highly  con- 
trasting colour  to  the  smooth  blue  sea  areas,  will 
shortly  be  introduced  as  an  inexpensive  educa- 
tional aid,  the  colour  being  for  the  benefit  of  the 
partially  sighted.  The  second  device  is  a plastic 
injection  moulded  medicine  dispenser  which  will 
automatically  measure  the  standard  metric 
medicine  dose;  this  aid  should  overcome  the 
difficulty  experienced  by  blind  people  with  the 
plastic  measuring  spoon  issued  with  medicine  by 
chemists.  This  new  dispenser  although  designed 
specifically  for  the  blind  may  well  have  wider 
application  among  sighted  people,  particularly 
the  elderly. 

In  the  more  general  domestic  field  the  Institute 
continues  to  adapt  a wide  range  of  electrical 
appliances  by  the  application  of  brailled  controls 
for  cookers,  electric  irons,  automatic  time 
switches,  central  heating  programmers,  as  well  as 
the  adaptation  of  many  mechanical  devices  such 
as  kitchen  scales  and  typewriters.  Many  thousands 
of  these  devices  are  adapted  each  year  and  the 
demand  indicates  that  this  service  is  clearly  of 
value. 

Braille  Production 

During  the  year  we  printed  and  despatched  over 
half  a million  copies  of  magazines  and  periodi- 
cals. The  Braille  Radio  Times,  with  a weekly 
circulation  of  5,330  continues  to  lead  the  field. 
Monthly  Announcements  (free,  like  the  Braille 
Radio  Times)  has  the  second  largest  circulation, 
topping  4,000  dur  ng  the  year  for  the  first  time. 

The  wide  and  varied  range  of  books  and 
pamphlets  produced  during  the  year  totalled 
96,722  copies. 

The  control  system  of  the  automatic  tran- 
scribing complex  is  being  entirely  redesigned  to 
permit  a greatly  increased  level  of  production. 
Meanwhile  the  number  of  books  translated  by 
computer  and  automatically  transcribed  is  being 
maintained.  The  more  routine  transcription  jobs 
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the  computer  can  handle,  the  greater  our  manual 
transcribing  strength  will  be  for  dealing  with  more 
complex  material  like  school  texts  and  computer 
programming  manuals. 

Our  sub-contract  arrangement  with  the  Scot- 
tish Braille  Press  continues  to  make  a valuable 
contribution  to  the  overall  increase  in  produc- 
tion: during  the  year  the  SBP  produced  for 
us  37  titles  in  120  braille  volumes,  more  than 
double  the  previous  year’s  output. 

To  cope  with  the  overall  increase  in  braille 
production  a second  Krause  automatic  embossing 
press  has  been  acquired.  These  two  machines 
between  them  can  handle  much  more  than  twice 
as  many  of  the  old  Victoria  platens  which  were 
used  until  recently,  but  which  are  now  obsolete. 
We  have  also  acquired  a much  more  efficient 
automatic  saddle  gathering  machine  for  collating, 
stitching  and  trimming  solid  dot  magazines  and 
paperback  books.  This  too  speeds  production, 
especially  of  magazines  like  the  Braille  Radio 
Times  with  relatively  long  runs  and  a tight 
production  schedule. 

Work  on  vacuum-formed  plastic  maps  con- 
tinues steadily.  Our  programme  of  continental 
maps,  political  and  physical,  is  now  almost 
complete,  and  a new  programme  of  individual 
countries,  political  and  physical,  will  shortly  be 
started,  together  with  further  street  maps  of  large 
cities  to  supplement  the  map  of  central  London, 
which  was  one  of  the  first  maps  to  be  produced 
by  this  process.  There  are  braille  guides  with  all 
these  maps,  which  are  now  being  used  by  blind 
people  all  over  the  world. 

Moon 

Pages  of  Moon  (type,  set  by  hand),  reached  the 
new  record  figure  during  the  year  of  17,855. 
Sheets  of  Moon  embossed  also  reached  a new 
high  level,  1,440,000  sheets,  an  increase  of  91 ,000. 
Books  and  pamphlets  produced  totalled  7,096 
copies,  and  magazines  57,750.  The  most  popular 
magazine  is  the  weekly  Moon  Newspaper, 
designed  for  the  deaf-blind  reader,  without 
access  to  radio,  with  a circulation  of  over  700. 
Other  magazines  include  Diane,  Moon  Magazine, 
Light  of  the  Moon,  and  the  Moon  edition  of 
Rainbow  (a  quarterly  produced  for  the  National 
Deaf-Blind  Helpers’  League). 


Manuscript  Output 

Braille  plays  a vital  part  in  the  lives  ol'  many 
blind  people  and  the  Student’s  Library,  by  issuing 
19,382  volumes  to  its  readers  during  the  year  has 
helped  to  provide  essential  books  for  work,  study 
and  general  adult  education.  The  library  is 
constantly  growing  and  during  the  year  1,378 
volumes  were  added  to  its  stock.  Growth  is 
essential  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the  constantly 
changing  needs  of  students  in  an  increasingly 
technological  world  and  there  is  no  room  for 
complacency  since  demand  is  growing  all  the 
time.  Braille  is  particularly  necessary  for  mathe- 
matics and  related  subjects,  and  languages,  and 
the  Library  could  not  attempt  to  serve  its  readers 
without  the  help  of  its  band  of  voluntary  trans- 
cribers whose  services  are  needed  to  provide 
increasingly  complex  material. 

An  important  aspect  of  living  with  blindness  is 
the  ability  to  cope  with  daily  work;  the  Students’ 
Library  and  Manuscript  Department  helps  to 
provide  braille  whether  the  work  is  that  of  a 
computer  programmer,  a teacher,  a lawyer  or  a 
housewife.  From  a practical  point  of  view  the 
Department  is  now  able  to  provide  greater 
numbers  of  books  and  more  material  for 
Grammar  School  pupils,  University  students  and 
other  readers,  since  it  acquired  a second  thermo- 
form duplicating  machine  during  the  year  under 
review. 

It  would  be  possible  to  quote  many  examples  of 
readers  who  have  been  helped  by  braille  to 
integrate  their  lives  into  the  sighted  community 
in  which  they  live  and  work — here  is  just  one:  a 
University  student  reading  for  a degree  in 
languages  was  provided  with  a braille  copy  of  the 
Russian  Play  which  her  fellow  students  were 
performing  for  ‘Russian  Week’,  so  that  she  could 
act  as  prompter  and  play  her  part  in  the  produc- 
tion. 

Music  for  the  Blind 

Apart  from  a noticeable  increase  in  the  demand 
for  examination  papers,  there  have  been  no 
significant  changes  in  the  nature  of  the  work. 
Though  one  is  patently  aware  of  the  relatively 
limited  choice  of  music  available  to  blind 
musicians,  the  ability  to  meet  examination  needs 
from  the  range  of  comparatively  recent  publica- 
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tions,  hiis  served  to  underline  the  vnlue  of  the 
continuous  dcliberutions  ol  tlie  Music  Sub- 
Committee.  Production— which  has  again  rep- 
resented a very  wide  range  of  interests— has  been 
maintained,  and  our  personal  transcription 
service  continues  to  play  a vital  role.  The  link 
between  the  work  here  and  those  who  depend 
upon  it  was  emphasized  recently,  when  a blind 
music  specialist  in  a sighted  school  acknowledged 
that  it  has  made  it  possible  for  him  to  earn 
promotion. 

Though  the  highly-specialized  Musicians  Vol- 
unteer Tape  Service  is  not  intended  to  have 
a wide  application,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that 
more  professional  and  advanced  musicians  are 
realising  how  it  can  help  them. 

Talking  Books 

Having  started  the  year  with  just  over  4,000 
applicants  awaiting  membership,  but  with  all 
existing  members  using  the  small  cassette  system, 
a real  effort  was  mounted  to  eliminate  this  waiting 
list. 

That  this  was  successful  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  by  the  end  of  November  1971  new  applica- 
tions were  being  dealt  with  in  a matter  of  days 
rather  than  months.  This  has  had  the  effect  of 
stimulating  demand  to  the  extent  that  applications 
for  membership  have  risen  from  150  to  170  per 
week,  but  by  keeping  the  flow  of  both  new  and 
reconditioned  machines  at  a high  level,  the  end 
of  the  year  was  reached  without  the  re-emergence 
of  a waiting  list  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be 
possible  to  satisfy  promptly  any  demand 
throughout  the  ensuing  year. 

Library  membership  at  the  end  of  the  year 
stood  at  33,604,  a record  growth  of  over  7,000  in 
the  twelve  months  under  review. 

During  the  year  362  recreational  titles  were 
produced  by  the  studios  in  Great  Portland  Street, 
this  together  with  the  412  titles  recorded  for  the 
Student  Tape  Library  brought  the  number  of 
titles  available  to  members  of  both  libraries  to 
3,331. 

Of  the  titles  produced  for  the  Student  Tape 
Library,  383  were  recorded  by  voluntary  readers 
in  their  own  homes  and  then  processed  by  the 
Sound  Recording  Department  to  provide  running 
masters  for  cassette  production. 


The  material  recorded  during  the  year  for  both 
libraries  runs  to  12,300  hours  playing  time,  not 
less  than  6,300  hours  of  this  being  contributed  by 
the  voluntary  readers  for  the  Student  Tape 
Library. 

After  our  first  year’s  experience  in  providing 
taped  material  for  blind  students  enrolled  in  the 
Open  University  Course,  we  are  pleased  to  report 
that  out  of  1 2 of  the  14  applicants  who  completed 
the  Course,  1 1 passed  the  final  examination,  one 
of  them  with  distinction. 

In  the  second  year’s  operation,  15  new  blind 
students  have  enrolled,  and  they  are  being 
provided  with  material,  together  with  those  who 
are  embarking  on  their  second  year. 

A significant  contribution  to  the  smooth 
running  of  the  British  Talking  Book  Service  is 
made  by  a large  corps  of  technicians  throughout 
the  country  who  in  their  spare  time  maintain  the 
“play-back”  machines  of  many  thousands  of  our 
members.  To  them — the  Servicing  Volunteers — 
we  extend  our  grateful  thanks. 

We  are  also  deeply  indebted  to  St.  Dunstan’s 
for  its  generous  annual  contribution  to  the  cost 
of  maintaining  the  British  Talking  Book  Service. 

As  a tribute  to  the  long  and  invaluable  asso- 
ciation of  Lord  Fraser  of  Lonsdale  to  the  Talking 
Book  Service,  the  honour  was  paid  to  him  of 
renaming  the  Northern  Branch  Library  in  Bolton, 
“The  Ian  Fraser  Library”,  at  an  informal 
ceremony  on  7th  September  last. 


Sales 

The  Sales  Department’s  contribution  to  the 
work  being  undertaken  to  assist  blind  people  in 
learning  to  live  with  blindness  continues  apace, 
with  a broad  range  of  aids,  appliances  and  books 
being  sold  at  highly  subsidised  prices. 

During  the  past  year,  customers’  orders  on  a 
“Mail  Order”  basis  covered  a record  number  of 
35,000.  Orders  cover  aids,  apparatus  and  games, 
braille  books  and  braille  music. 

Although  most  of  these  orders  are  from 
residents  of  the  U.K.,  a large  number  of  con- 
signments are  for  overseas.  The  many  letters  of 
grateful  thanks  we  receive  from  blind  customers 
are  a spur  to  providing  a service  which  assists 
them  to  meet  their  particular  problems. 
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Mr.  Peter  Cti.iliing,  the  famous  aetor,  takes  time 
off  (luring  film-making  to  study  “The  King's 
Plecmire" , by  Norah  Lofts,  one  of  the  many  Books 
he  is  recording  for  the  British  Talking  Book 
Service  for  the  Blind. 


A game  of  dominoes  is  one  of  the  many  ways  blind  children  learn  the  meaning  of  numbers. 
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The  Servicing  Section  of’  the  Department 
processes  the  initial  inquiries  for  over  5,000 
repair  and  maintenance  transactions  during  the 
year,  to  put  braille  machines,  clocks  and  watches 
in  order,  and  including  the  making  up  of  braille 
scales  for  typewriters  and  specialised  work  such 
as  braining  of  cooker  knobs,  thermostat  dials. 
The  Magazine  Section  handles  over  4,000 
subscriptions  in  respect  of  magazines  for  which 
there  is  still  a charge.  The  largest  single  despatch 
is  still  the  Braille  Radio  Times,  over  5,000  free 
copies  of  which  are  sent  out  weekly. 


New  items  of  apparatus  introduced  during  the 
past  twelve  months  include  maps  of  Scotland  and 
Australasia,  two  sizes  of  gold  wristlet  watch, 
imported  from  Switzerland;  new  playing  cards 
with  a plastic  face  giving  much  longer  life 
to  the  cards,  and  a unique  crossword  puzzle 
outfit  which  has  proved  to  be  very  popular. 
Arrangements  have  been  made  to  modify  the 
Philips  “85”  Pocket  Memo  tape  recorder,  a 
valuable  aid  to  blind  persons  wishing  to  record 
notes,  messages,  or  conversations.

On  30lh  April  1972  Mr.  Colligan  retired  as 
Director-General  of  the  Institute,  a post  he  had 
filled  with  distinction  for  more  than  22  years, 
following  on  1 1 when  he  had  been  successively 
Secretary  of  the  Liverpool  Branch  Office  and 
Assistant  Secretary-General  of  the  Institute. 

During  these  33  years  there  has  been  great 
development  in  blind  welfare  in  this  country  and 
throughout  the  world,  much  of  it  directly  due  to 
Mr.  Colligan’s  initiative  and  leadership.  All 
through,  he  has  been  actuated  by  two  guiding 
principles — firstly,  the  importance  of  maximum 
co-operation  between  the  blind  and  sighted  in  the 
planning  and  conduct  of  the  Institute’s  work,  and 
secondly,  the  importance  of  strengthening  the 
partnership  between  all  the  organisations  con- 
cerned with  the  welfare  of  the  blind  both  volun- 
tary and  statutory,  national  and  local. 

During  his  period  of  office  as  its  Chief  Execu- 
tive Officer,  the  Institute  has  pioneered  many  new 
services,  the  development  of  schools  for  blind 
children  with  other  handicaps,  a great  expansion 
of  the  Rehabilitation  and  Employment  Services, 
the  emergence  of  a comprehensive  Talking  Book 
service,  based  on  the  use  of  tape,  vastly  expanded 
and  modernised  production  of  Braille,  a new 
concept  of  holiday  hotels  for  blind  people,  the 
setting  up  of  a Vocational  Assessment  Centre  for 
blind  adolescents,  an  awakened  interest  in 
research  into  the  prevention  of  blindness  and 
the  initiation  of  a national  campaign  to  set  up  a 
register  of  eye  donors.  All  of  these  developments — 
and  many  more — could  not  have  been  achieved 
without  his  inspiring  and  encouraging  leadership 
of  the  devoted  staff  of  which  he  was  so  very  proud. 


His  untiring  efforts  to  improve  the  services 
available  to  the  blind  throughout  the  world  were 
recognised  by  the  award  of  an  O.B.E.,  and  later 
of  a C.B.E.,  and  international  recognition  was 
accorded  when  he  was  unanimously  elected  to  be 
the  first  sighted  Hon.  Treasurer  of  the  World 
Council  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind. 

In  all  his  great  achievements  Mr.  Colligan  has 
enjoyed  the  constant  support  and  encouragement 
of  his  wife,  and  in  thanking  him  most  gratefully 
for  all  he  has  done,  the  Institute  wishes  both  him 
and  Mrs.  Colligan  every  happiness  in  his  retire- 
ment.
